Deadly 
bombing 
suspect is 
foimer cop 


Investigation. Brian 
Maiiey worked for 
municipal police in 
Alberta 30 years ago 


Police say a financial adviser 
charged with the doorstep 
bombing death of one of his 
disabled clients once had a 
career in law enforcement. 

RCMP confirmed Monday 
that Brian Malley, 55, was a 
member of a municipal po¬ 
lice force in Alberta about 30 
years ago for a short period 
of time, but they wouldn’t 
say where. 

“Certainly it causes some 


concerns,” said RCMP Supt. 
Curtis Zablocki. “However, 
at this point there’s nothing 
to suggest that (his police 
experience) has any bearing 
or impact on this particular 
investigation or the com¬ 
mission of this particular 
crime.” 

Malley, who lived in 
Innisfail in central Alberta, 
was charged on the week¬ 
end with one count of first- 
degree murder. He is also ac¬ 
cused of sending a person an 
explosive device and causing 
an explosion likely to cause 
serious injury. 

Victoria Shachtay, 23, 
died Nov. 25 when a hand- 
delivered package left on the 


doorstep at her townhouse 
in Innisfail blew up. 

Shachtay, who used a 
wheelchair after she was 
paralyzed in a car crash in 
2004, had a seven-year-old 
daughter, who was at school 
at the time of the blast. 

Police wouldn’t give 
many details about any 
reasons for the killing, but 
said they were looking into 
whether the murder was fi¬ 
nancially motivated. 

There have been reports 
that Shachtay was living off 
a $600,000 settlement she 
had received from the crash 
and that Malley was hand¬ 
ling the money.

“Pothole season runs from 
November to November,” 
laughed Hugh Donovan, con¬ 
struction engineer with the 
city. 

“We can solve the pothole 
problem material-wise, but 
there are things we can’t 
control: the weather, mois¬ 
ture is our worst enemy, and 
the density of how the as¬ 


phalt is laid.” 

Donovan and colleagues 
at the city’s engineering-ser¬ 
vices department have spent 
years studying Edmonton’s 
biggest blacktop challenges 
— freeze and thaw cycles 
and wild swings in temper¬ 
ature. 

While asphalt used to be 
just asphalt, it is now a high- 
tech cement/asphalt mix of 
aggregate (gravel), oil and 
crush. 

“City roads perform dif¬ 
ferently than highways,” ex¬ 
plained Donovan. 

“We have start and stop 
movement, turning and 
slow, heavy traffic.” 

While it continues to re¬ 
fine the recipe, the city has 
been using a mix in recent 
years that has increased the 


lifespan of city streets and 
decreased serious issues like 
ruts and potholes. 

Donovan points to the 
intersection of the Yellow- 
head and 66 Street. It hasn’t 
been revisited in eight years, 
but it used to need repaving 
work every year or two. 

The city now monitors 60 
to 70 test sections of road 
around town, which will 
show what needs the quick¬ 
est attention. 

“The philosophy used to 
be worst first, but we made 
very little progress back 
then,” said Donovan. 

“Now we look at the road 
conditions as well as how 
heavily travelled it is. But it 
takes a long time to get to 
everything — we’ve got a lot 
of road in Edmonton.” 


Road facts 


• City spends about 

$100,000 for the research 
lab, only a fraction of its 
yearly road budget. High- 
tech chambers can mimic 
road conditions with air 
temperatures between 60 
and -10 degrees Celsius. 


• Edmonton has 42 mil¬ 
lion square metres of 
pavement.

Authorities are now try¬ 
ing to extradite Maryk, 40, 
and Robert Neil Groen, 41, 
from Mexico on child-abduc¬ 
tion charges. Police have also 
issued a Canada-wide war¬ 
rant for Cody John McKay, 
23, who is alleged to have 
helped in the abduction.

Anyone who wants to brush 
up on their Tlicho language 
can now carry an aboriginal 
elder with them in their 
back pocket, thanks to a 
new smartphone app.

While Tlicho is con¬ 
sidered a fairly strong lan¬ 
guage — with about 2,000

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Russia losing 
patience with 
Assad regime 


Turning point. Foreign 
minister’s comments 
in wake of slaughter 
unusually critical 


A weekend massacre of more 
than 100 people emerged as a 
potential turning point in the 
Syrian crisis Monday, galvan¬ 
izing even staimch ally Rus¬ 
sia to take an imusually hard 
line against President Bashar 
Assad’s government. 

Analysts said Russia may be 
warning Assad that he needs to 
change course or lose Moscow’s 
support, which has been a key 
layer of protection for the Syr¬ 
ian government during the 
uprising that began in March 
2011. Russia has grown increas-

ingly critical of Damascus in 
recent months, but Foreign 
Minister Sergey Lavrov’s latest 
comments were unusually 
strong.

marily on Assad’s government. 

“The government bears the 
main responsibility for what is 
going on,” Lavrov said in Mos¬ 
cow following a meeting with 
British Foreign Secretaiy Wil¬ 
liam Hague. “Any government 
in any country bears respon¬ 
sibility for the security of its 
citizens.” 

Alexei Malashenko, a 
Middle East expert with the 
Carnegie Moscow Center, said 
Lavrov’s comments suggest 
Russia may be backing away 
from its long-standing sup¬ 
port for Damascus. “Bashar has 
definitely gotten the sense that 
he may lose Russia’s sympathy, 
and he may step back a bit,” 
Malashenko said.

Qatar fire. Rescuers unable to reach 
13 children trapped in upscale mall 


Qatar’s Interior Ministry said 13 
children were among 19 people 
killed in a fire that broke out 
in one of the coimtry’s fanciest 
shopping mails late Monday 
morning, raising questions 
about building safety in the 
booming Gulf state. 

At least some of the victims 
died as rescuers struggled to

Japan’s former leader felt fear¬ 
ful and helpless during last 
year’s nuclear disaster and 
lacked experts capable of giv¬ 
ing him guidance, he testified 
Monday in his first response to 
a public investigative inquiry 
on the crisis. 

Naoto Kan resigned in Sep¬ 
tember after being criticized 
for government failures during 
the disaster. 

He told the parliament¬ 
ary panel he felt afraid when 
nuclear officials kept faihng to 
explain conditions at the Fuku¬ 
shima Dai-ichi nuclear plant, 
where three reactors melted 
down following the magnitude 
9.0 earthquake and tsunami 
on March 11, 2011. 

Kan also said the coimtry’s 
nuclear emergency prepared¬ 
ness law, set up in 1999 after 
a fatal accident at a nuclear 
fuel processing plant, did not 
address a severe accident that 
would require hundreds of 
thousands of people to evacu¬ 
ate, as in Fukushima. 

“Everything anticipated in 
the law was inadequate, and 
we had to go through all kinds 
of troubles that we didn’t 
need,” he said. For instance, 
the plant’s off-site crisis man-

The runoff vote for Eg 3 q)t’s 
next president will pit the 
Muslim Brotherhood’s can¬ 
didate against the last prime 
minister to serve under Hosni 
Mubarak. 

Full official results were 
released Monday by the elec¬ 
tion commission. 

Commission chief Farouq 
Sultan told a news confer¬ 
ence that the Brotherhood’s 
Mohammed Morsi and 
Ahmed Shafiq, a former air 
force commander and a long¬ 
time friend of the ousted 
leader, were the top two fin¬ 
ishers in the first round of 
voting held on May 23-24. 


Morsi won 5.76 million 
votes, or 24.77 per cent of the 
votes, while Shafiq got 5.5 
million, 23.66 per cent. 

Finishing a close third was 
leftist candidate Hamdeen 
Sabahi with 4.82 million 
votes, or 20.7 per cent. 

Morsi and Shafiq have 
been the most polarizing of 
the 13 candidates who con¬ 
tested the first round, setting 
the stage for a fiercely con¬ 
tested runoff June 16-17.

Dry spell threatens 
crops during critical 
planting season 


North Korea is reporting a 
serious drought that could 
worsen already critical food 
shortages, but help is unlike¬ 
ly to come from the United 
States and South Korea fol¬ 
lowing Pyongyang’s widely 
criticized rocket launch. 

North Korea has had little 
rain since April 27, with the 
country’s western coastal 
areas particularly hard hit, 
according to a government 
weather agency in Pyong¬ 
yang. 

The dry spell threatened 
to damage crops, officials 
said, as the country enters a 
critical planting season and 
as food supplies from the 
last harvest dwindle. 

In at least one area of 
South Phyongan Province 
where journalists were al¬ 
lowed to visit, the sun-baked 
fields appeared parched and 
cracked, and farmers com-

plained of extreme drought 
conditions. 

Deeply tanned men, and 
women in sun bonnets, 
worked over cabbages and 
corn seedlings. 

Farmers cupped individ¬ 
ual seedlings as they poured 
water from blue buckets 
onto the parched red soil. 

“I’ve been working at 
the farm for more than 30 
years, but I have never ex¬ 
perienced this kind of se¬ 
vere drought,” said An Song 
Min, a farmer at the Tokhae 
Cooperative Farm in the 
Nampho area. 

North Korea has suffered 
chronic food shortages for 
the past two decades be¬ 
cause of economic and agri¬ 
cultural mismanagement as 
well as natural disasters. 


A famine in the 1990s 
killed an estimated hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of 
people. 

The country’s past ap¬ 
peals for food aid have been 
met with some skepticism, 
however, amid concerns 
that aid would be diverted to 
the military and Pyongyang 
elite without reaching the 
hungry. 

The U.S. government sus¬ 
pended food handouts to 
North Korea in 2009 after 


Pyongyang expelled foreign 
food distribution monitors. 

In February, the U.S. re¬ 
versed course and agreed to 
provide 240,000 metric tons 
of food aid in exchange for a 
freeze in nuclear and missile 
activities. 

However, the deal col¬ 
lapsed after North Korea 
launched a long-range rock¬ 
et last month in a failed at¬ 
tempt to send a satellite into 
space to study the weather.

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Rice farmers 
praying for 
harvest free 
of radiation 


Fukushima, Japan. 

Every grain needs to 
meet safety standards 
in order to be sold 


Last year’s crop sits in stor¬ 
age, deemed unsafe to eat, 
but Toraaki Ogata is back at 
his rice paddies, driving his 
tractor planting neat rows of 
seedlings. He’s living up to 
his family’s proud, six-gener¬ 
ation history of rice farming, 
and praying that this time 
his harvest will not have too 
much radiation to sell. 

That conflict is shared by 
several thousand farmers in 
more than 17,000 acres of 
Fukushima, where some of 
last year’s harvest exceeded 
government safety standards 
because of radiation released 
when the March 2011 tsu¬ 
nami set off the world’s 
second-worst nuclear ac¬ 
cident. For their rice to be

“All I can do is pray there 
will be no radiation,” Ogata, 
58, said last week, wiping off 
sweat during a break in his 
1.5-hectare paddy 60 kilo¬ 
metres from the Fukushima 
Dai-ichi nuclear plant. 

Rice farming is almost 
sacred in rural Japan, and the 
government protects farm¬ 
ers with tight restrictions on 
imports. Many farmers are 
too close to the nuclear dis¬ 
aster to return to the fields, 
but others have gotten the 
go-ahead, even with the risk 
their harvests may end up 
being too radiated to ship.

Metro in Halifax 

Stun guns and pepper spray 
sent through the mail to a 
Nova Scotia address have been 
intercepted by border-services 
agents. 

The Canada Border Services 
Agency (CBSA) told reporters in 
Halifax on Monday that in May 
2010 it intercepted a package 
of 10 cans of pepper spray des¬ 
tined for a Nova Scotia address. 

Later, in December 2011, 
agents at a Vancouver mail-sort¬ 
ing plant tagged a suspicious 
package headed to the same 
address, and discovered illegal 
stun guns inside. 

Three other shipments fol¬ 
lowed, resulting in the seizure 
of 32 stun guns that had origin¬ 
ated in Chma. 

“In terms of seizures for us 
in Nova Scotia, this is a large 
amoimt of prohibited weapons 
to be found for one person,” 
said Albert Price, manager of 
the criminal-investigations div¬ 
ision at CBSA. 

The stun guns are hand-held 
devices. One can zap a person 
with 3.5 million volts of electri¬ 
city, easily enough to incapaci-

BMO survey. Fewer home 
renovations planned 


Fewer Canadian home- 
owners are planning reno¬ 
vations this year, possibly 
reflecting increased concern 
over household debt, ac¬ 
cording to the Bank of Mont¬ 
real’s annual home-renova¬ 
tion report. 

The online survey con¬ 
ducted for BMO by Leger 
Marketing and released Mon¬ 
day found that 51 per cent of 
homeowners plan a renova¬ 
tion project this year, down 
from 62 per cent in 2011. 

Among other things, the 
survey indicated that single¬ 


family homeowners far out¬ 
paced their condo-dwelling 
counterparts — 62 per cent 
versus 41 per cent respective¬ 
ly — when it came to renova¬ 
tion plans. 

By region, 50 per cent 
of respondents in British 
Columbia were planning a 
renovation project, 52 per 
cent in Alberta, 67 per cent 
in Manitoba and Saskatch¬ 
ewan, 55 per cent in Ontario, 
37 per cent in Quebec and 59 
per cent in the Atlantic prov¬ 
inces.

A few years ago, my father 
was diagnosed with multiple 
ieVJca Napier sclerosis. 1 Can’t really pinpoint 

metronews.ca/shesays the exact date, because it took 
a good two years for my mother 
to stop referring to his illness as 
“MS-like S 5 miptoms” and actually start sa 5 dng “MS.” 

Over time I’ve watched his ability to walk deteriorate. In 
2010 we took a family trip to Cambodia and 1 saw him scale 
the temple walls at Angkor Wat from sunrise to sunset. Last 
weekend 1 helped him as he struggled to hft himself out of a 
Muskoka chair. 

Sometimes 1 think about whether my father will be able 
to walk me down the aisle at my wedding, or whether he’ll 
even be alive to witness it. Then, of course, 1 immediately 
stop thinking about those things, as they lead to crying fits in 
public places. 

The more I’m confronted with the realities of this all- 
too-common autoimmune disease, the more desperate I’m 
becoming in my devouring of 
information about anything 
that might help. 

Last week, the University 
of California released a study 
demonstrating the benefits 
of marijuana for individuals 
suffering from MS. The study 
found that patients who 
smoked cannabis once a day 
experienced a significant 
reduction in muscle tightness 
and other painful symptoms 
associated with MS. 

As a hippie, my father was practising this form of self- 
medication a good 40-something years before he was ever 
diagnosed. The only real difference is now he has a medical- 
marijuana licence and a copy of the Canadian Medical Asso¬ 
ciation Journal to back him up. 

While other parents read DARE pamphlets about the perils 
of drug abuse to their children, my father enjoyed a monthly 
subscription to High Times magazine. Marijuana was never 
an after-school-special kind of conversation topic in my house 
— it wasn’t cool or dangerous, it was just simply there. Con¬ 
sequently, 1 had no interest in it. After all, what’s the point of 
teenage rebellion if the person you’re trying to revolt against 
is munching on “special” cookies in your living room? 

I’ve never judged him for smoking it and 1 certainly 
don’t now. Watching him self-medicate his way through this 
disease has changed the way 1 think about drugs and pain. In 
fact, it’s changed my outlook on a lot of things in my life. 

It makes me want to take the stairs every day, knowing 
that perhaps one day 1 won’t be able to. It inspires me to run 
outside even when I’m feeling lazy — not because 1 should, 
but because 1 can.

As he received an 
honourary doctorate 
Sunday, Oscar-winning 
actor Robert De Niro told 
Bates College graduates 
that despite his own lack 
of formal education, he 
made out OK. During a 
15 -minute address that 
was by turns sincere 
and irreverent, De Niro 
drew a steady stream of 
laughter from the 463 
graduating seniors and 
more than 5,000 onlook¬ 
ers at the private, liberal 
arts college's campus. 
De Niro, who quit high 
school to pursue an 
acting career, was one 
of three high-prohTe 
guests who received 
honorary degrees at the 
Bates commencement. 
PBS Newshour senior 
correspondent Gwen lh‘ll 
and Princeton Univer¬ 
sity molecular biologist 
Bonnie Bassler also were 
honoured. But it was De 
Niro who stole the show 
as he received an honor¬ 
ary doctorate of h’ne arts 
degree.

“I actually haven’t seen 
the Walt Disney (Snow 
White) for ages because I 
didn’t want to be tarnished 
by it,” he says. 

“I looked at other film¬ 
makers, like Roman Polan¬ 
ski’s Macbeth. I watched 
Kingdom of Heaven. I think 
I set out trying not to make 
a big commercial fairy tale 
movie, but I wanted to make 
a big, Lawrence of Arabia 
kind of medieval tale, and 
that’s really what I think 
the film is.” 

But certainly Universal 
Pictures — which is bet¬ 
ting a lot giving a first-time 
director the keys to a $175 
million fantasy film — is

hoping for at least in part 
a big commercial fairy-tale 
movie. 

“Universal have been an 
incredible partner to work 
with,” Sanders insists. 

“First of all, they wrote a 
massive cheque for a novice 
to take a lot of their money 
and go over to Europe un¬ 
touched and make a film. 
They’ve been very trusting.” 

Of course, part of that 
trust can be attributed to 
the Snow White in the title, 
since the source material 
continues to be hugely 
popular. 

So what is it about that 
fairy tale that keeps draw¬ 
ing audiences — and studio 
executives — back? 

“It’s the best fairy tale, 
really. I don’t really like them 
when they get too princess-y. 
I don’t love balls and sleep¬ 
ing beauties and things like 
that,” Sanders says. 

“It’s one of those stories 
that is about the human con¬ 
dition. It’s about so many of 
those emotions that we go 
through —jealousy, the way 
we look,” Sanders says. 

“I think in a way it’s 
more relevant today than it 
was. Everything is so image- 
obsessed... I hope it has the 
same lesson in life to our 
young people. It teaches you 
a lot about how to cope with 
the human condition, how

Even in the Brothers 
Grimm version, the Queen 
is threatened by Snow 
White’s natural allure, 
but Sanders takes it even 
further. Charlize Theron’s 
evil Queen Ravenna stays 
young and beautiful by 
sucking the life out of 
younger women, and she’s 
hoping to cure her aging 
problem for good by con¬ 
suming the heart of her 
stepdaughter. 

Full of imaginative and 
nightmarish visual effects, 
massive battles and epic 
landscapes. Snow White 
and the Huntsman is by 
far the more ambitious of 
the two Snow White films 
— which is surprising, 
given that the lackluster 
Mirror, Mirror was helmed 
by the usually distinctive 
and daring Tarsem Singh.

Assess your stress 


Stress alone could be the 
reason why you can’t 
lose weight. It affects 
the neuroendocrine sys¬ 
tem that increases the 
amoimt of fat stored 
around the abdomen. 
It’s also indirectly linlced 
to the consumption of 
too many fatty or sugary 
foods, as well as inactiv¬ 
ity. “Some of us are com¬ 
fortable being imcomfort- 
able. Instead of running 
away from stress we need 
to embrace the discom¬ 
fort. The only solution to 
getting over it is to come 
up with better coping 



strategies that force 
you to manage your 
stress.”

Last week I offered my two 
cents worth of advice to a 
woman wondering what to 
do with a divorce settlement 
of $20,000. I encouraged her 
to take time deciding whether 
to pay down debt, save, spend 
or invest. 

Now I have some sug¬ 
gestions about the latter. 
Investing a lump sum can be 
tricky. For instance, an in¬ 
vestment made in September 
2007 on the eve of the finan¬ 
cial crash may still be in the 
negative. 

Divide any windfall into 
pieces and invest gradually to 
spread your risk over time. It’s 
far better to miss out on some 
gains than fall into an abyss. 

My choice for most invest¬ 
ors is Exchanged Traded Funds 
or ETFs with very low fees. 
Most are lower than .50 annu¬ 
ally compared to the average

Canadian mutual fund fees of 
2.25 to 2.5 per cent annually. 

These products simply 
mimic an index like Canada’s 
S&P/TSX Composite. There are 
also bond ETFs. (ETFs trade on 
the Toronto Stock Exchange 
just like shares of a company 
and you wiU pay a trading fee 
to buy units.) 

Tl^ee ETFs are all you need, 
one for Canada, one for the 
U.S. and one for bonds. Here’s 
a small selection among the 
dozens available. Don’t stress, 
just pick one for each area 
and you’ll have a nice, well- 
roimded portfolio. The ticker 
symbol and management fee 
are in brackets.

What do you think when you 
see a man aggressively biting 
into a thick cut of red meat? 
How about a man pouring 
vinaigrette over his healthy 
salad? Science says you prob¬ 
ably think the carnivore is 
more masculine than the 
vegetarian. 

A study conducted by re¬ 
searchers from several top 


U.S. universities and pub¬ 
lished in the Journal of Con¬ 
sumer Research found that 
people tend to associate meat 
eating with manliness. This 
could be an explanation for 
why more women than men 
gravitate toward vegetarian¬ 
ism. 

During the experiments, 
participants were surveyed 
on metaphors involving cer¬ 
tain foods hke meat and milk. 

Researchers found that 
participants viewed meat 
to be more masculine than 
vegetables. When people 
discussed meat, it tended to 
prompt them to use more 
masculine words. 

Overall, the study found 
that participants viewed 
meat-eating men, especially 
those who eat muscle meat 
like steak, to be manlier than 


their vegetarian counterparts. 

This association goes be¬ 
yond psychology, though. 
Even linguistics gives off 
the impression that meat is 
manly. Researchers studied 
23 languages and found that 
most of them used a mascu- 
hne pronoun for the word 
“meat.” 

“To the strong, traditional, 
macho, bicep-flexing, All- 
American male, red meat is 
a strong, traditional, macho, 
bicep-flexing, All-American 
food,” the authors wrote. 

“Soy is not. To eat it, they 
would have to give up a food 
they saw as strong and power¬ 
ful like themselves for a food 
they saw as weak and wimpy.” 

Guess the expression “you 
are what you eat” really rings 
true... at least in the eyes of 
society. 


All about champagne etiquette

I am going to be hosting an 
event for my parents’ 50 th 
wedding anniversary at my 
home and I’m in need of 
some champagne etiquette. 
What’s the right temper¬ 
ature, what kind of glasses 
should I get, how much do 
I till a glass and how do I 
make a toast? 


Thanks! 

Nervous Daughter 

Dear Nervous Daughter, 
What an exciting event! 
Good champagne should be 
served cold, so keeping it 
in the fridge for a few days 
then on ice at the bar when 
it is being served is import¬ 
ant. 

When opening the 
champagne never point it at 
anyone and hold the “cage” 
and the cork tight with a 
napkin while slowly turning 
the bottle. You will feel the 


pressure build up and the 
cork will pop out easily. 

When serving, you can 
use either a champagne flute 
or saucer, though the “fash¬ 
ion” of today is flutes. 

When you pour cham¬ 
pagne, it foams up (just 
like pop) so pour slowly 
and just a small amount in 
every glass — this is called 
“priming” the glass. Then 
return and fill the flute with 
additional champagne. Don’t 
fill the glass more than 
three-quarters full.

If Dustin Brown stands up in 
the Los Angeles locker-room 
before the Stanley Cup final 
opener Wednesday night and 
delivers a stirring, emotional 
speech, his teammates won’t 
know how to react.

As Canada enters the next 
phase of World Cup qualifying, 
midfielder Atiba Hutchinson is 
hoping his team will get off to 
a hot start. 

It’s a busy June for the 
Canadian men’s soccer team, 
starting Sunday at Toronto’s 
BMO Field when they face the 
U.S. in a friendly. 

The 75th-rai^ed Canadians 
then travel to Havana to play 
No. 136 Cuba on June 8 and 
return to Toronto on June 12 to 
host 62nd-ranked Honduras. 

“They’re huge,” Hutchin¬ 
son said of the two qualifying 
matches. “It’s important for us 
to get off to a good start and 
also for the confidence. If you 
can have a good start and get 
wins in these first two games, I 
think it will be huge for us.” 

This round of qualifying 
has proved challenging for the 
Canadians in the past. They 
failed to survive this stage for 
the 2010 World Cup after pick¬ 
ing up just two of nine possible 
points at home and losing all 
three games on the road. 

Canada (0-4-2) finished the 
stage tied with Suriname for 
lowest points total (2) among 



the 12 CONCACAF countries 
stiU involved. 

The Canadian men also 
stumbled in the penultimate 
phase of regional qualifying for 
the 2006 World Cup. Canada 
(1-3-2, five points) managed 
just one point at home, col¬ 
lecting four more on the road. 

Canada is in Group C with 
Honduras, Cuba and No. 52 
Panama in the CONCACAF 
qualifying tournament for the 
2014 World Cup in Brazil. 

The top two teams in the 
group will advance to the final 
roimd of qualifying in the 


CONCACAF region, which cov¬ 
ers North and Central America 
and the Caribbean. 

“There’s a lot of pride that 
comes with representing your 
country,” Hutchinson said 
Monday on a conference call 
from the team’s training camp 
in Sunrise, Fla. “It’s something 
that a lot of people don’t get a 
chance to do. I think eveiybody 
on the team is always delighted 
and happy to be playing for 
Canada. 

“Now we just want a 
chance to play in a World Cup. 
We laiow it all starts now.” 

Hutchinson says that the 
Canadians are focused on 
getting back on the same page 
after playing a season with 
their club teams. 

“We’re just trying to get 
famihar with each other 
now. We haven’t played for a 
httle bit of time, a couple of 
months, so we’re just getting 
used to each other’s tenden¬ 
cies,” said the 29-year-old from 
Brampton, Ont., who plays in 
the Netherlands with PSV Eind¬ 
hoven. “We want to be a team 
that’s tough to break down.”
